For a number of years followln* 
cessation of work on the Emma the 
dike lay unexplored, but the discovery 
of the Wedeldnd caused resumption 
of prospecting- and hundreds of men 
took up claims all along- the dike 
but little or no systematic work was 
done, except on a property bonded by 
the late "Black" Wallace from a lo 
cal company. His sudden death was 
the cause of work ceasing; and the 
bond lapsing-. 
Now. for the first time In many 
years, the right sort of development 
work Is promised on the west end of 
the lode. J. F. Elwood has made a 
number of locations and has put a 
force of men at work.
